Under date of July 23, the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics has issued the following report showing the prelimi- 
nary acreage of cucumbers and cabbage in 1929 as compared 
with the five previous years: 
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Truck Crop Markets 
The combined movement of 29 fruits and vegetables during 
the week ended July 20 was only 19,530 cars, compared with 
23,850 the preceding week and 29,400 during the same period 
last year, according to the U. S. Market News Service. 


Markets were unsettled for cantaloupes, and tomatoes, but 
good peaches held rather firmly in most distributing centers. 
Pear shipments, chiefly from California, increased rapidly to 
405 cars.

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quired 1,100 cars. Grape movement totaled 220 cars—175 from 
California and 45 from Arizona. Forwardings of cherries de- 
creased sharply to 185 cars, as the season waned in all north- 
western states. Wisconsin cherries are now becoming active, 
Apples were coming mostly from Delaware, Illinois and the 
Virginias. Only 150 cars of cabbage were reported, with 80 
of these from Virginia and 45 from Iowa. Green-pea ship- 
ments, almost exclusively from Washington and New York, 
filled 210 cars. 


Peach shipments increased further to 1,815 cars but were 
still only one-third as heavy as a year ago. Georgia’s output 
decreased to 625 cars, as the season neared an end in that state. 
Texas and Arkansas each increased to 300, North Carolina to 
325, South Carolina to 110, and California to 75 cars. The 
season was getting under way in Maryland, Virginia, Delaware, 
Tennessee and Washington. 

Tennessee was still the leading source of carlot supply for 
tomatoes, though the season in the western part of that state is 
now nearly finished. Home-grown tomatoes will soon be ade- 
quate for local needs in many markets. Carlot movement last 
week decreased to 850 cars, of which Tennessee was credited 
with 340, Arkansas with 40, and Virginia with 90. Movement 


from Maryland increased to 110, and from Ohio to 85 cars. 
California shipped only about 70.

Business Conditions 


Check payments during the week ended July 20 were greater 
than in either the preceding week or the corresponding period 
of 1928, according to the weekly statement of the Department 
of Commerce. Distribution of goods through primary channels, 


as indicated by freight-car loadings covering the latest week, 
was greater than a year ago. 
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The general index of wholesale prices showed a gain over 
the preceding week but was still about one per cent below the 
level which prevailed a year ago. Loans and discounts of Federal 
reserve member banks showed practically no change from the 
preceding week but were higher than a year ago. Interest rates 
on both time and call funds averaged higher than in either the 
preceding week or the corresponding period of last year. Busi- 
ness failures were fewer in number than in either the preceding 
week or the corresponding period of 1928.

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Weather Conditions 


In general, during the week ended July 24, the weather has 
been the driest of the season so far, with moderate to locally 
heavy showers in the Southeast, extending northward to south- 
ern Virginia and westward to the lower Mississippi River, while 
some good rains were received in central Rocky Mountain sec- 
tions, according to the Weather Bureau. Elsewhere, except for 
local showers, precipitation was light, with many stations re- 
porting no rain for the entire week. 


There was abundant sunshine, and only local showers oc- 
curred throughout the Great Plains, the interior valleys, and 
most of the East, which made excellent conditions for field work, 
especially for harvesting in late districts, and for making hay; 
much hay was saved in good condition. Abnormally cool weather 
during part of the week in the Lake region and in the Northeast, 
as well as in the upper Ohio Valley and Applachian Mountain 
sections, was rather unfavorable for growth of warm-weather 
crops, but on the whole, most vegetation made satisfactory prog- 
ress, except in the drier areas. There was some local damage 
by frost in the Northwestern Lake region, and light frost formed 
as far south as the central Applachian Mountains. 


Over the eastern half of the country, while no widespread 
damaging drought has developed, moisture is needed in many 
places, with the need of rain quite general in the upper Lake 
region and in the Northeast from Maryland, northern Virginia, 
and West Virginia northeastward. There is now loca! need of 
rain also in a number of interior valley sections and on some up- 
lands of the South. At the same time, showers, were too fre-

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quent in some eastern Cotton Belt sections, and there was some 
local hail damage in the middle Atlantic area. 


In the Great Plains generous rains in South Dakota, parts 
of Minnesota, and locally in Nebraska and North Dakota were 
very beneficial, but in many other places rain is needed, especi- 
ally in the northern and more northwestern sections where con- 
tinued dryness and high temperatures were very unfavorable. 
Moisture is needed also in the interior of the Pacific Northwest, 
but local rains were very helpful in much of the far Southwest. 


Mediterranean Fruit Fly Eradication 


A special committee appointed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to study the present status of the Mediterranean fruit 
fly infestation and the possibilities for eradication and to con- 
sider the advisability of maintaining or expanding the present 
plan for controlling or eradicating this pest, has just issued its 
report to the Secretary of Agriculture. 


The committee approves of the steps that have been taken 
and commends the promptness and spirit of cooperation shown 
by all parties concerned in the preliminary work of eradication. 
The committee also submits to the Secretary a revised program 
of work which they believe should be carried on in order to 
eradicate this fly.

Chilean Canning Industry 

It is estimated that the 1929 pack of canned fruits in Chile 
amounted to about 120,000 cases of peaches and 6,000 cases of 
other fruits, according to a report of the commercial attache at 
Santiago to the Department of Commerce. 

The 1929 canned vegetable pack is estimated at 15,000 cases 
of peas and 5,000 cases of tomatoes. Only small quantities of 
other vegetables are canned.

Bermuda Vegetable Shipments 
Shipments of Bermuda vegetables to the United States from 
the beginning of the season in November, 1928, to the end of 
June, 1929, amounted to 11,657,000 pounds, as against 13,597,- 
000 pounds in 1927-28, according to a report received in the 
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Foreign Service of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics from 
the American consul at Hamilton. There was a decline in ship- 
ments of practically all vegetables this season except in those of 
celery. 

Convention of British Canners 


The third annual convention of the National Food Canning 
Council was held last month at Cambridge, England. A can- 
ners and allied trades exhibit was held in connection with the 
convention. 


According to “Food Manufacture,” London, members of the 
Council operated 26 factories canning fruits and vegetables dur- 
ing the past year, and 7 factories canning fish. Particular at- 
tention is devoted to increasing the interest of the consuming 
public and the trade in British canned products. 


Through the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, ex- 
hibits of canned foods have been held in a number of important 
cities, either independently or in connection with agricultural 
shows. 

Arrangements are being made with one of the large film 
companies to prepare films, showing the fruit and vegetable 
canning industry, to be displayed in their regular film service. 

Research work for the British canning industry has been 
carried on at the Research Station at Campden. This Station is 
maintained by the Government, but how long it will be con- 
tinued has not yet been determined. 


It is expected that there will be considerable development 
in the canning of peas in England in the near future. Six firms 
canned peas last year, three of which did so for the first time. 


Canned and Powdered Milk Industry in Norway 
According to a report received by the Department of Com- 
merce from the American consul at Oslo, Norway used about 


75,000,000 pounds of milk for condensing purposes in each year 
1927 and 1928. 


Most of the unsweetened evaporated milk is used for domes- 
tic consumption, while the sweetened product is largely ex- 
ported, principally to Cuba and British South Africa.
